To THE LEGISLATURE: 

For a generation the need for 
power for industrial and domestic 
purposes has been steadily increas- 
ing, and during this period the 
ownership by the people of the 
State of New York of a vast po- 
tential source of energy in their 
portion of the waters of the St. 
Lawrence River has received in- 
creasing public attention. 

In the past the actual necessity 


for the development of this po- 
tential energy has not been wholly 
clear, but in more recent times the 
great preponderance of informed 
opinion recognizes the immediate 
need for action. 

The State owns or controls other 
much smaller water power rights, 
but it seems to me best at this 
time to focus recommendations and 
public attention on the development 
of the St. Lawrence River. 


Distribution to the 


At least of equal importance is 
the problem of transmission and 
distribution to the ultimate con- 
sumer. A mere development of 
power at a low production cost is 


insufficient unless at the same 
time we make certain that it is 
finally distributed to the ultimate 
consumer at a fair price, under 
which no individual or corporation 
involved in the business of trans- 
mitting or distributing will make 
more than a reasonable profit. 

Right there we are confronted 
with a double difficulty. 

First arises the question of who 
should do the transmitting and dis- 
tributing of the power actually 
generated by representatives of the 
people of the State. I follow, I 
think, the opinion of my distin- 
guished predecessor in saying that, 
because of the complications in- 
volved, the actual operation of a 
transmission or a distribution sys- 
tem in this field of activity should, 
if possible with safety to the peo- 
ple, be undertaken by private en- 
terprise, and that the State should 
undertake it only if private enter- 
prise proves that it cannot or will 
not successfully carry out the task. 

In ‘regard to the second point, 
involving the actual rates to be 
charged to consumers, we are con- 
fronted with what many believe to 
be ineffectiveness of the present 
rate regulating powers of the Pub- 
lic Service Commission. When this

AN ACT creating ‘‘The Trustees of 
the Water Power Resources on the 
St. Lawrence River”’ as a corporate 
instrumentality of the State, defin- 
ing their powers, functiois and 
duties and the public policy gov- 
erning the same; and making an 
appropriation therefor. 

The people of the State of New 
York, represented in Senate and 


Assembly, do enact as follows: 


SECTION 1. The Governor of 
the State, by and with the consent 
of the Senate, shall appoint five 
trustees, who shall include an en- 
gineer, a lawyer familiar with pub- 
lic law in this field, and a banker, 
to study and report plans and a 
form of contract for the sale and 
distribution of hydroelectric power 
to be generated at water power 
sites on the St. Lawrence River, 
owned or controlled by the people 
of the State, in accordance with 
the principles and public policy de- 
clared in Section 2 hereof. Such 
report shall be made to the Legis- 
lature not later than Jan. 15, 1930. 

SECTION 2. It hereby de- 
clared to be the public policy of 
the State that: 

(1) The natural water power sites 
in, upon or adjacent to the St. 
Lawrence River, owned or con- 
trolled by the people or which may 
hereafter be recovered by them or 
come within their ownership and 
control, shall remain inalienable 
to, and ownership and_ control 
shall remain always vested in, the 
people. 

(2) All structures necessary to

Would Take Leaf Out of Federal. Book. 


To meet this problem the Federal 


Power Commission has made spe- 
cial rules for setting up capital in- 
vestment, limited wholly to actual 
cash, less property deduction for 
obsolesence, depreciation and the 
like. But in the Federal Govern- 
ment these rules are valuable in 
practice only in case the govern- 
ment wishes to recapture a plant 
built under license from the board. 
There is, however, no reason why 
the State of New York should not 
apply the principle of such rules 


for the purpose of making con- 
tracts for the transmission and dis- 
tribution of its power. Those who 
have thoughtfully considered the 
matter see but one way to protect 
the consumer and to prevent the 
exploitation of our water power 
again: that is, by applying the 
principle of making the right to 
have power from the power station 
depend absolutely on a fixed max- 
imum return on actual investment, 
with books Kept in accordance 
with rules fixed and agreed upon 
in advance. This is one of the 
methods proposed in the House of 
Representatives for dealing with 
the Boulder Dam project. It is 
neither Republican nor Democratic 
in principle. It is just a sound 
business method used in the pub- 
lic interest. 

I want to reiterate that the St. 
Lawrence problem involves. not 
only the actual development of the

problem. I am very certain that 
we have today in existence suffi- 
cient data and facts to justify the 
elimination of any further study as 
to mere physical feasibility. I have 
gone over volumes of carefully 
gathered information, including a 
comprehensive physical survey of 
the suggested site or sites on the 
St. Lawrence River made by the 
Frontier Power Company. Every- 
thing points to the practicability 
of building a dam. Furthermore, 
it is my judgment that no insuper- 
able difficulty lies in the relation- 
ship between the State of New 
York on the ome side and the 
United States Government or the 
Canadian Government on the other 
side. To appoint a mere commis- 
sion to make inquiries would get 
us nowhere—unless we create a 
body with authority to make, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Legis- 
lature, definite agreements on the 
basis of a_ definite, carefully 
worked out plan. 

In the same way, a mere investi- 
gating body could get nowhere 
with conversations with the repre- 
sentatives of private capital in re- 
gard to transmission and distribu- 
tion of power, whereas a body 
clothed with authority to negotiate 
with transmitters, distributers and 
bankers on the basis of a compre- 
hensive and definite plan stands an 
excellent chance of accomplishing 
results. 

I propose, therefore, the creation 
of a body of five representative 
citizens, regardless of political con- 
siderations, to be known as the 
Trustees of the Water Power Re- 
sources on the St. Lawrence River. 
It is my thought that these trus- 
tees should be composed of men in 
whom there is great public confi- 
dence, such as former Governor 
Charles Evans Hughes and former 
Governor Alfred E. Smith. 


Outlines Duties of the Trastees. 


In its inception these trustees 
would constitute a planning and 
negotiating commission and would 
be charged with the duty of report- 


ing a definite plan and a specific 
contract for the approval of the 
Legislature on Jan. 15, 1930. Be- 
fore such a plan could go into ef- 
fect it would require legislative 
approval. If and when approved 
by the Legislature, the trustees 
would automatically be charged 


for obsolescence and depreciation, 
and the actv2l, necessary and rea- 
sonable operating expenses, all de- 
termined in accordance with rules 
to be established by the trustees, 
plus a return on the capital in- 
vestment not exceeding the _ in- 
terest actually paid on borrowed 
money, and dividend rates actually 
paid on preferred stock not in ex- 
cess of the rates currently pay- 
able on preferred stock at the time 
of its issuance, and 8 per centum 
on all other capital actually pei! 
in in cash or in preperty at its 
reasonable value at the time of 
such payment; and such rates 
shall not be subject to the rate- 
regulating power of the Public Ser- 
vice Commission. 

(5) Private capital and agencies 
may engage in the distribution 
throughout the State of the power 
generated at the said power sites 
and may own and operate the 
plants and other instrumentalities 
used in the transmission and dis- 
tribution of such power, all in ac- 
cordance and consistent with the 
principles above enunciated. 


Yo Serve Without Salary. 


SECTION 3. The trustees shall 
receive no salary, but each trustee 


shall be paid his reasonable ex- 
penses and a per diem allowance of 
$25 when traveling. The trustees 


shall select and employ such engi- 
neering, banking and legal skill as 
they may require for the purpose 
of performing their duties here- 
under and making the investiga- 
tion herein provided, and shall se- 
cure the aid of the best impartial 
experts available. They shall study 
and, consider the reports made by 
and the experience of the Interna- 
tional Joint Commission of the 
United States and Canada and the 
Federal Power Commission and 
any other surveys or reports which 
are available; shall confer with the 
said bodies and, through appro-

opment thereof and the distribu- 
tion and use of power to be gen- 
erated therefrom, and shall, as the 
result of such investigation and 
study, report to the Governor and 
Legislature of the State on or be- 
for January 15, 1930, a plan for the 
development and operation of the 
water power resources of the State 
on the St. Lawrence River by the 
said trustees, together with a ten- 
tative form of contract containing 
the terms and conditions upon 
which they find it practicable and

SECTION 4. For the purpose of

Challenge to State’s Business Men.

According to a telegram from 
Cologne, bankruptcy proceedings 
against Mme. Subkov were instigated 
by her relative, the former reigning 
Prince Schaumburg-Lizppe, because 
some time ago the Princess, in ex- 
change for a life pension, ceded all 
her property, not only real estate 
but even certain jewelry, to the 
house of Schaumburg-Lippe. That, 
however, it was said, is probably 
only a pretext, the real reason being 
that her family objects to her con- 
duct and the manner in which she 
spent the sums she had been paid. 

After Subkov was expelled from 
Germany the Princess was believed 
to have given a Russian friend of 
his, De Iwanoff, = power of attorney 
and intrusted her interests to him. 
At Iwanoff’s instigation she bought 
a racing stable and, in addition, bet 
heavily on a Berlin race track, hop- 
ing thereby to regain her fortune. 
She lost heavily. But what offended 
her family more than anything else, 
it was said, was the fact she would 
visit night clubs and dancing halls

in Berlin with her Russian en- 
tourage. 


Proceedings Seen as Ruse. 


BONN, March 12 (#).—The bank- 
ruptcy proceedings against Princess 
Victoria were seen in some quarters 


tonight as a ruse to rid the Princess 
of her young Russian emigré hus- 
band. 

Some plausibility was lent to this 
theory by the fact that the bank- 
ruptcy order was for the nominal 
sum of 16,000 marks (about’ $4,000). 
The extent of her obligations, how- 
ever, will not be known until April 4, 
when her creditors must file itemized 
statements of their claims. The court 
will consider the case again on 
April 19. 


Princess Renounced Title. 


When Princess Victoria Schaum- 
burg-Lippe became the wife of the 
Russian exile, Alexander Subkow, at 
Bonn on Nov. 19, 1927, she renounced 
her rights to the title of Princess 
and to German citizenship. Not a 
member of the house of Hohenzollern 
to which she belonged or of any 
other erstwhile royal family attended 
the civil ceremony. - 

The bride was more than sixty 
years old and the groom nearly forty 
years younger than she. 

The religious wedding which fol- 
lowed the civil ceremony and at 
which Victoria wore the famous lace 
bridal veil of the Kaiserin Friederich 
was barely over when the storm 
clouds of criticism began gathering 
on all sides. 

After Subkov had assaulted a page 
boy in a west end bar in Berlin he 
was arrested and deported from Ger- 
many. He went to Belgium and was 
invited to take up residence outside 
that country’s frontiers. That invi-

FOLLOWED SUN SPOTS 


Prof. Olivier Says Observations 
Yesterday Support Theory 
Linking Phenomena. 


PHILADELPHIA, March 12 (2).— 
Further astronomical support for the 
theory that the Aurora Borealis is 
linked to spots on the sun has been 
obtained by the University of Penn- 
sylvania’s Flower Observatory, Dr. 
Charles P. Oliver, Professor of As- 


| tronomy, announced tonight. 


While scientific expeditions have 


gone far into the Arctic searching 
for the secret of the Northern 
Lights, Dr. Olivier said that obser- 
vations made here before and after 
last midnight were as significant as 
any thus obtained. The aurora dis- 
play was plainly seen and charted, 
and in observations of the sun this 
morning, Dr. Olivier said, he de- 
tected four groups of spots. 

“One of these groups,’’ he said, 
‘had passed the centre of the sun 
about two days ago. It was a fine 
group with one very large spot, three 
medium sized ones and eight small 
spots. As there is usually a lag of 
a day at least after the spot has 
passed the central meridian of the 
sun before we have the accompany- 
ing magnetic storm and aurora, it 
seems quite probable that this spot 
group was the indirect cause of the 
beautiful aurora seen a few hours 
earlier.’’

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SENATE APPROVES 
FORESTRY MEASURE 


Program Calling for Planting of 
5,000,000 Trees in State Is 
Passed Unanimously. 


DOUBLE PURPOSE IN VIEW 


Abandoned Farm Land Will Be Re- 
claimed and Natural Drainage 
System Safeguarded. 


Special to The New York Times. 
ALBANY, March 12.—A State ‘and 
county program of _ reforestation 
which will mean the planting of at 
least 6,000,000 trees during the next 
yeax teceived the unanimous ap- 
proval of the Senate today when it 
passed two bills emanating from the 

Stete Reforestation Commission. 
The measures are hailed by legis- 


lative leaders and others as the start 
of a twenty-year campaign to re-| 
claim abandoned farm lands and at | 
the same time safeguard the natural 
drainage system of the State. 

The bills were introduced by Sen- | 
ator Hewitt, Republican, of Locke, |

future on government oil lands by 
perhaps one-half. 

The leases and sales made up to 
this time cannot be revoked, but 
hereafter, so far as the President has 
discretionary power, he will withhold 
government land from exploitation. 

There is a possibility that the Pres- 


ident may elect to proclaim the oil 
situation a national emergency. Sev- 
eral authorities connected with the 
Interior Department say that if he 
should take such action he could 
withhold from further development 
all government oil lands until it was 
shown that conservation of the oil 
reserves was no longer reg 4 

It is not believed that hs will go 
that far but will content himself with 
stopping sales and leases wherever 
the law gives him that unquestioned 
power. 


Tenth of Oil in Government Land, 


Permits for prospecting for oil 
number about 6,000 a year. Already 
the government has issued 36,000 
such permits, many of which led to 
leases and sales of lands where oil 
was found to be productive. — 

In 1927 475 leases were given on 
government oil lands and last year 
543 


In 1925 the naval oil lands pro- 
duced 12,371,000 barrels, the public 
domain land leases 30,000,000, and 
the Indian lands 49,500,000. 

In 1928 the production on Indian 
lands was 51,000,000 barrels and in 
sixty-five government oil fields was 
32,000,000 barrels. 

The amount of oil reserves in gov- 
crnment-owned lands is not definitely 
known, although experts say that 
the supply is being exhausted so 
|rapidly, not only in the government 
|lands but in private developments, as 
to imperil the country’s future oil re- 
quirements. It is estimated thet 
about one-tenth of the oil in the 
United States is on government oil 
lands. 

In its last report, issued on March 
2, the Federal Oil Conservation 
Board declared that the foreign 
countries were conserving their oil

Walsh Fears for Independents. 


The President’s oil policy was re- 
ceived with conflicting views at the 
Capitol, although the dominant note 
was one of approval. 


Senator Walsh, Democrat, of Mon- 
tana, the Senate prosecutor in the 
Teapot Dome and Elk Hills oil lease 
scandals, was inclined to think that 
it might eliminate the small compet- 
itor, and that the big interests would 
gain at the latter’s expense. 

The policy, he said, might not af- 
fect the large oil companies which 
already have leases on public lands, 
but might tend to prevent indepen- 
cents from getting new leases. The 
small independents, he added, per- 
form a useful service in prospecting 
for new oil fields, and an arbitrary 
rule which would hit them might not 
prove beneficial to the public. 

Senator Borah, Republican, of 
Idaho, said: 

“I approve of the conservation of 
the government’s property.’’ 

Senator Brookhart, Republican, of 
Iowa, said: 

“This seems to point to real] con- 
servation and a new policy as to 
making oil leases. I believe the coun- 
try will welcome a genuine policy of 
conservation.”’ 

Senator Nye of South Dakota, 
chairman of the Senate Public Lands 
Committee, which has studied the oil 
problem for several years, said: 

‘Mr. Hoover’s statement seems to 
point to a policy of conservation and 
I approve it. It also seems to me to 
mean that in cases where the law re- 
quires leases to those who discover 


oil on the public domain there must 
be a real and bona fide development, 
and not the sort of development that 
has been accepted as meeting the re- 
quirements in the past.’’ 


Question of Right of Congress. 


WASHINGTON, March 12 (4).— 
Senator Walsh of Montana, constru- 
ing President Hoover’s oil pro- 
nouncement today to mean that no 
further leases would be made under 


the general leasing act of 1920, is- 
sued the following statement regard- 
ing the policy: 

“It would seem as though a policy 
of such consequence ought to be de- 
clared by the Congress rather than 
by the Executive. 

“The Supreme Court has held that 
the President may withdraw from 
appropriation of public lands for some 
specific public purpose or to await 
legislation appropriate to their dis- 
—: but to withhold them from 
he operation of the laws of Con- 
gress, merely as a_ conservation 
Measure, is quite another thing. 

‘“‘When Congress says the lands 
may be leased, it is open to the most 
serious question as to whether the| 
President may say they shall not be. 

“Any way, the public lands States 
looking for development will be the 
sufferers and, by the same token, 
those in which oil lands have passed 
into private ownership will »rofit 
correspondingly.”’ 

He expressed the opinion that if 
further new production of oil in the 
government land States were stopped 
there would be an increase in the 
price of oil which would materially 
benefit such States as Texas, Penn- 
sylvania and Southern California, 
where nearly all oil lands are in pri- 
vate ownership.

HAVE now fully considered your proposal that I 
should write, for the purposes of publicity, a signed 
article or series of articles dealing with such aspects 
of your business as might, on examination, especially 
appeal to me. I note that you would wish to give 
me a free hand as to both selection and treatment of 
topics, and that in particular you are quite ready to accept 
and to print adverse criticism as well as favourable criticism. 


You remind me that, as is well known, your business 
ts among the largest, most comprehensive, and most famous 
of its kind in the world. You say that it counts notably in 
the industrial and mercantile life of the community, that your 
regular staff comprises an immense and constantly increasing 
number of citizens of both sexes, and that you use every 
honest endeavour to be of commercial service to the 
community. 
You say further that you buy the best available 
materials and commodities that research can procure, and that you 
employ the best organisers, technicians, artists, designers, architects, 
and craftsmen of every sort that you can discover. 


Lastly, you suggest that you ought to be able to enlist the help of 
descriptive writers in the same category of excellence and prestige as 
your finest workers in the applied arts. 


On my side I will now tell you that as a writer I have always 
been keenly interested in the very impressive phenomenon of the big 
departmental store, regarded either as a picturesque spectacle, or as a 
living organism, or as a sociological portent. I am all in favour of the 
departmental store. I cannot keep my eyes off its window-displays, its 
crowds of customers, its army of employees. In Britain, America, 
France, and Germany I have studied its functioning as far as is possible 


to an outsider. As a theme for description it strongly appeals to me. 


I have written articles about it, and I have written a novel entirely about 
it. That novel, published many years ago, was inspired by the mere 
sight of your own premises when they were first erected. 


I agree with you that you ought to be able to enlist the help 
of whatever writers seem to you to be adequately equipped for the 
task you would set. I should like, of course under proper conditions, 
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to accept your proposal; and I see no possible reason against my 
acceptance, except one. 


The reason is that public opinion in Britain is not yet ripe 
to approve the employment of responsible imaginative writers to whom 
it has granted a reputation, in any scheme of publicity for a commer- 
cial concern. Personally I differ from public opinion in this matter; 
but the opinion exists and I will not flout it. In flouting it I should 
certainly lose caste, and I do not intend to lose caste by attempting 
to create a precedent which could result, for me, in nothing save a 
disadvantageous notoriety. The time must inevitably come, sooner or 
later, when the precedent will be created, and after it is established 
people will wonder why it should ever have met with opposition. But 
the creator of the precedent will not be myself. 


I must therefore, with lively regret, decline. your proposal.

IN BARNETT AFFAIRS 


But Finding ‘Does Not Imply 
Approval,’ Investigator for 
Attorney General Says. 








INDIAN’S GIFTS ACTIONABLE 


Recommendations to Press for 
Annulment of Marriage Are 


Accepted by Mitchell. 





Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 12.—At- 
torney General Mitchell, in making 
public today findings in the Jackson 
Barnett case made by Pierce Butler 
Jr. of St. Paul, as special assistant 
to the Attorney General, said that 
he would follow the recommenda- 
tions and ‘‘make no indictments 
against any one connected with the 
matter.”’ 

Mr. Butler, at the direction of for- 
mer Attorney General Sargent, in- 
vestigated and reported on the facts 
connected with the case of Barnett, 
an incompetent Creek Indian allot- 
tee, in connection with the distribu- 
tion of more than $1,000,000 of 
Barnett’s money to a church organi- 
zation and to others and the circum- 
stances connected with the handling 


of his funds by the Interior Depart- 
ment under Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs Charles H. Burke. 

Mr. Butler in his report said: 

“A finding that the facts called to 
my attention are not sufficient to 
warrant a criminal prosecution does 
not imply approval of what has been 
done in respect to Barnett or his 
property. The narratives of those 
reporting the details * * * disclose 
much that is reprehensible. 

“But it is right to say that nothing 
called to my attention warrants con- 

| demnation of the purposes or char- 
jacter of the public officers adminis- 
tering his property.”’ 

Mr. Butler listed his findings as 
follows: 

“The oil lease of Barnett’s allot- 
ment is valid. 

“‘The Secretary of the Interior had 
no power to make gifts of Barnett’s 
restricted funds. he gifts may be 
recovered back by the United States. 
The pending suits to that end should 
be prosecuted. 

‘*The suit looking to the annulment 
of the marriage may be maintained 
by the United States. 

“The facts do not establish any 
actionable fraud or conspiracy. 

“The facts submitted to me do not 
warrant any criminal prosecution.’’ 

On March 4, Attorney General Sar- 
gent attached to Mr. Butler’s report 
the following notation: 

“After reading and consideration of 
the attached report, findings of fact, 
conclusions of law and recommenda- 
tions of Pierce Butler, special assis- 
tant to the Attorney General in the 
Jackson Barnett matter, the findings 
of fact and conclusions of law are 
approved. Let his recommendations 
be followed and action in accordance 
therewith be had.” 

Copies of the report have been sent 
to the Interior Department and to 
the Senate Indian Affairs Committee, 
which has been investigating the 
Barnett case.

UDENT AVIATOR 
KILLED IN A CRASH 


Lauriston Cameron Falls 400 
Feet When Plane Slips Into 
Tail Spin on Long Island.

CURTISS FIELD, L. I., March 12.— 
Lauriston Cameron, 24 years old, a 
student flier at the Curtiss Flying 
School was fatally injured when he 
crashed on Roosevelt Field this after- 
noon shortl 
practice flight from here. He died in 
the Nassau Hospital four hours later 
without regaining consciousness. 

Cameron left Curtiss Field after 
being warned by his instructors and 
was seen banking at a dangerous 
angle as he passed over the adjoin- 
ing field. He slipped into a tail spin 
and was unable to dive out of it as 
he had less than 400 feet altitude. 
The plane, a two-place open cockpit 
ship, was almost demolished. 

At the office of the flying school 
it was learned that Cameron came 
to Mineola about a year ago and had 
been living at the Palace Hotel there 
since. His former home was in Went- 
worth Location, N. H. 

The flier had had twenty hours’ 
instruction before attempting his 
first solo flight some time ago. At 
the time of the crash he had recorded 
seven additional hours of solo flying 
in his log book. 

Later in the day John Hoosack of 
Jackson Heights; Queens, received 
a deep cut in his right shoulder when 
he stepped too close to a revolving 
propeller of the plane from which he 
had just alighted. He had arrived 
from Atlantic City in a Fairchild 
cabin plane owned by the Philadel- 
phia Air Transport. He was taken 
to the Nassau Hospital, where his 
wound was dressed. The doctors de- 
cided to keep him there overnight.

There were no formal opening cere- 
monies. The day’s activities started 
shortly before 10 A. M., when Reed

thirty-nine other patients arrived at 
intervals throughout the day. 

Formal dedication of the building 
has been delayed until President 
Hoover, who laid the cornerstone on 
Nov. 5, 1922, while Secretary of Com- 
merce, may find the opportunity to 
come to New York to take part in 
the ceremony, L, J. Frank, super- 
intendent of the hospital, said. 

The Beth Israel Institution is a 
sharp departure from the conven- 
tional type of hospital. There are 
no wards, each patient having an 
individual room, regardless of finan-

Each room is wired for X-ray, elec- 
trocardiograph, physical therapy, ra- 
dio, telephone, nurse’s signal, and is 
piped for a portable bathtub. The 
section adjacent to each room will 
provide for food preparation, ice 
bags, hot water bottles, sterilization, 
cold running drinking water and 
other needs of the patients. 

The hospital is expected to be 
working at full capacity within one 
month. Mr. Frank believes that un- 
questionably the stay of a patient in 
the hospital will be shortened by the 
individual room plan. He estimated 
the stay of each patient at twelve 
days, whereas, he said, the average 
stay of a patient in a ward hospital 
is fifteen days. 

The institution was built and will 
be supported by the public through 
the Federation for the Support of 
Jewish Philanthropic Societies. 

The old home of the Beth Israel 
Hospital, at 70 Jefferson Street, will 
be turned into a home for the aged, 
except one section, which will be util- 
ized as a dispensary.

to sponsor at a public hearing the| 


bill to create a Bridge and Tunnel 
Commission. The legislation in ques- 
tion is the Kennedy-Brietenbach bill. 
The proposed commission would have 
authority to build and finance intra- 
city links. 

Yesterday the Fifth Avenue Asso- 


ciation, the Retail Dry Goods Asso- 
ciation, the East River-Thirty-eighth 
Street Tunnel Committee and the 
First Avenue Association announced 
they would have delegations present 
to support the city’s case. Albert 
Goldman, Commissioner of Plant 
and Structures, was in Albany yes- 
terday, presumably in the interest of 
the proposed legislation. 


$5,000,000 Grant Recommended.

Tube Shafts ‘“‘Not Available.’’ 


At the outset it was agreed that 
the two shafts sunk at Sixty-ninth 
Street, Brooklyn, and at South 
Street, St. George, five years ago at 


a cost of $6,000,000 when a freight 
and passenger tunnel was contem- 
plated, ‘‘are not available.’’ There 
are two reasons for this. The pres- 
ent shafts are twenty-four feet in 
diameter and engineers of the board 
said yesterday that a minimum bore 
of thirty feet was required for a 
vehicular tunnel to provide for two 
lanes of traffic. The other reason 
is that the points selected for the 
original project are at the widest 
part of the Narrows—a spot where 
a tunnel would have to run for two 
miles under water. 

The distance across the Narrows 
shortest between Ni«ety-sixth Street, 
Brooklyn, and Rosebank, Staten Is- 


northwest of Forts Hamilton and 
Wadsworth may be favored. It was 
pointed out, however, that although 
the distance here is only about a 
mile, the water’s depth is ninety feet. 
while at the widest distance between 
the two shores the water is only six- 
ty-five feet deep. The problem of

Studies Begin at Once. 


After hearing the reports, Chair- 
man Delaney and Commissioner 
Daniel L. Ryan authorized Chief En- 
gineer Robert Ridgway and his 
deputy, Colonel John R. Slattery, to 
begin studies of both shores at once, 
arrange for soundings and borings 
of the channel and report on a suit- 
able location for the under-water 
tube within ten days or a fortnight. 
It would be at least six months be- 
fore work on the tunnel could ac- 
tually be started, it was said. 

A speedier start on construction of 
the tri-borough bridge was _ envi- 
sioned, however, by E. A. Byrne, 
chief engineer of the Department of 
Plant and Structures, who said con- 
struction could be started in four 
months. He proposed the bridge in 
1916 and drew plans for it. Then the 
pian called for a Queens terminus of 
the bridge at Potter Avenue. Since 
then, to avoid State buildings on 
Ward’s Island, it has been found 
necessary to ‘‘flatten’’ the arc of the 
proposed span and move the Astoria 
terminus southward to the vicinity 
of Woolsey Avenue. Yesterday Mr. 
Byrne had several gangs in the field 
making borings to determine the 
character of the subsoil where the 
foundations and piers will be located. 

Except in Queens, the earlier draw- 
ings will be adhered to, although 
assage of the Dunnigan bill or simi- 
ar legislation permitting the city to 
use the State-owned islands for ‘‘foot- 
stools’’ of the bridge, will be neces- 
sary. From Queens the main bridge, 
which provides eight lanes for traf- 
fic, straddles the East River to 
Ward’s Island, jumps Little Hell Gate 
to Randall’s Island and crosses the 
Bronx Kills to empty its traffic into 
Southern Boulevard in the neighbor- 
hood of 134th Street. This part of 
the bridge will be 12,700 feet long. 
There is also a connecting ‘‘spur,’’ 
which runs from 125th Street across 
the Harlem River and joins the main 
span on Randell’s Island. This sec- 
tion is 4,150 feet long and provides 
for six lanes of traffic. 


Predicts Traffic Relief. 


Discussing the project yesterday, 
Mr. Byrne said: 

“It is the one structure more than 
any other that will relieve the into- 
erable congestion of vehicular traffic 
on the East River bridges in that it 
will provide means for Bronx and 
upper Manhattan traffic from Brook- 
lyn and Queens to reach its destina- 
tion without having to enter the 
streets of the Borough of Manhattan 
south of 125th Street. 


“The proposed Hudson’ River

Mr. Byrne emphasized the fact, 
which was recognized by civic asso- 
ciations and borough officials yester- 
day, that the new bridge and the 
proposed tunnel are only part of a 
comprehensive plan of traffic relief, 
the full benefit of which cannot be 
realized until other coordinated parts 
of the system are completed. Brook- 
lyn must have broad —- 
paralleling the north and south high- 
ways of Manhattan, he said, prefer- 
ably a by-pass along the East River 
waterfront connecting Fourth Ave- 
nue with the Queens terminal of the 
bridge. There should be other high- 
ways connecting the Queens terminus 
with Queens Boulevard and Wood- 
haven Boulevard so that a through 
route from New Jersey, upper Man- 
hattan and the Bronx and West- 
chester to the Rockaways and points 
on the North Shore of Long Island 
can be established.

There is another important link 
contemplated in the comprehensive 
system of traffic relief. That is the 
construction of a tunnel under Man- 
hattan and across the East River in 
the midtown section. The Fifth Ave- 
nue Association and the Retail Dry 
Goods Association, with other civic 
bodies have been agitating for such 
a tunnel under Thirty-eighth Street. 
Mayor Walker, however, has not 
committed himself definitely to any 
specific location, although he has in- 
dicated that he favors some such 


link.

RALLY AT CITY HALL 


| Mayor Greets “Survivors” of | 
Big Storm at Conclusion of 
Anniversary Luncheon. 


POLAR EXPLORER THERE! 





Prominent New Yorkers Are in 


Crowd Recalling Struggles of 
41 Years Ago. 


The famous blizzard of ’88 was re- 
told on the steps of the City Hall yes- | 
terday afternoon, where more than | 
two hundred ‘‘survivors,’’ from 50 to 
88 years old, assembled in celebra- | 
tion of the forty-first anniversary of | 
what is said to have been the worst | 
storm that ever occurred in this city, | 
and to have their picture taken with 
Mayor Walker. 

The gathering followed a luncheon 
| given by the officers of the newly 
| organized ‘“‘The Blizzard Men of 

1888,"" of which Theddorus Van 
| Wyck, poet and retired attorney, is | 
| president, at the Machinery Club, 50 

Church Street. 
The “Blizzard Men,” some stooped 
| with age, and some “Blizzard Girls” | 

too, began to congregate on the | 
| steps of the City Hall long before | 
| 1:30, the time set for the picture. | 
|'They were soon surrounded by a} 
| crowd of about 1,000, too modern to| 
appreciate the significance of the | 
occasion. 

| An hour after the appointed time! 
Mayor Walker stepped out and for 

| a few minutes did honor to the mem-! 
| ory of New York’s greatest blizzard. 

|Captain Sir George Hubert Wilkins | 
and Lieutenant Carl Ben BHielson, his 

| pilot, who had just concluded their | 
| Official visit with the Mayor, also 

| Joined the group. They were eagerly | 
| welcomed, for, as the Blizzard Men| 
said afterward, if anybody knew| 
| about blizzards and the like it was| 
| the polar explorer and his pilot. | 


Storm Tied Up City. 


It is said of the great blizzard, | 
which stopped the wheels of the city | 
| entirely for several days, that icicles | 
| hung from the beards of the men| 
who ventured outdoors. Beards were 
fashionable in blizzard days, but the | 
| only beard among the survivors Was | 
that worn by Eugene Todd, 72, a, 
mineralogist, of 113 Fulton Street. 

The survivors, while waiting fo: 
the Mayor, were openly skeptical of | 
| the clear sapphire sky and the sunny | 
| balm of a Spring day. Many kept 
smelling a blizzard. “It was a day | 
just like this that preceded the great 
blizzard,’’ Mr. Todd warned. By his 
side was Frank Law, 88, of the same 
address, said to be one of the few 
surviving engravers on wood in New 
York. 

The assembly attracted many sur- 
vivors who had not been identified 
| with the first formal organization of 
| the ‘“‘Blizzard Men,’’ including for-| 
;mer County Registrar and Sheriff, 
|Max S. Grifenhagen, Francesca 
|Redding of the Professional Wo-| 
; man’s League, and Arthur Wellesley | 
| Milbury, veteran newspaper editor. | 
; There were also present ten mem-| 
| bers of the graduating class of '&8, | 
| known as the ‘Blizzard Class,’’ of 
| the New York College of Pharmacy, 
now a part of Columbia University. 

While they waited on the steps 
|many retold their experiences of the 
memorable March 12. One of the 
| Strangest tales was told by Harry 
|Gordon Lynn of the Department of 
Finance, Charitable Institutions, 
Municipal Building. 

On the Monday night of the bliz- 
zard, Mr. Lynn said, Daniel E. Band- 
mann, actor manager, was playing} 
the lead in “Dr. Jekyll and Mr. | 
Hyde”’ at Niblo’s Garden. ‘Five per- 
| sons showed up for the performance,”’ 
|} Lynn said. ‘‘My brother and I were 
| the only ones in the gallery and 
|there were three persons in the bal- 
cony. But the show went on just 
the same as if the theatre had been, 
| filled, and Mr. Bandmann gave one 
of the finest performances of his 
career.” 

Max S. Grifenhagen, former Regis- 
trar and Sheriff of New York 
| County, said that at the time of the 
blizzard his family was living at 127th | 
Street and Lexington Avenuc. Their 
stable was across the street and they | 
had to tunnel through the snow- 
drifts to get feed and water to)| 
the horses. They were practically | 
snowed in for three and a half days. 
He recalled how his brother returned 
home one day completely exhausted 
after digging a number of women 
out of the drifts. 


Struggle Through Drifts. 


| Arthur Wellesley Milbury, 76, of | 
/1,319 Washington Street, Hoboken, | 
| was telegraph editor of The Star, a 
morning newspaper published at the 
northwest corner of Broadway and | 
iPark Place, when the city was | 
|snowed under. Mr. Milbury recalled 
| going over to lunch just before the} 
storm broke. 

On his way back to the office, he 
said, Broadway was a rushing tor- 
rent of water, which he had to wade | 
| through. Later it began to snow, | 
and around midnight, when he| 
| looked out of the window, everything | 
| was snowed under, and the street | 
| lamps he described as “‘little blurs 
lof light.” He told of struggling 
through the drifts around Madison 
Square Park, where two hours earlier 
| United States Senator Roscoe Conk- 
ling had been found unconscious. 

Philip Doblin, 64, said he had} 
walked from 160 Broadway to the | 

Fifth Avenue Hotel 





























with Roscoe | 
Conkling, and that his ears were | 
frostbitten. Edward Baer, 60, who | 


said he walked from Fulton to 125th | 
Street, showed the marks of frost- 
bite on his ears which have remained 
until this day. 

Present also were Thomas Mear, | 
81 years old, of Valley Stream, L. | 
I.; C. A. Queckbrenner, former! 
champion weight thrower of the} 
world; Otto Kamper, one time mid- | 
dleweight champion of the Bronx, 
and Thomas Baldwin, 82, clerk of 
the Probate Bureau, who never 
missed a day at work in the forty- 
one years since the blizzard until 
last month, when he slipped on the 
steps of the Hall of Records and 
was injured.

It takes some- 
thing more than an act merely to 
straighten out the relationship of the 
various characters.

Harold Samuel gave his last piano 
recital of the season in New York 
last evening in Town Hall. For his 
program Mr, Samuel selected works 
of Bach, delightfully appropriate to 
a hall of comparatively intimate di- 
mensions and an occasion which as- 
sembled an audience of uncommon 
discrimination and enthusiasm for 
Bach’s music. 

Mr. Samuel played twelve of the 
Forty-eight Preludes and Fugues of 
the ‘‘Well-Tempered . Clavichord.”’ 
No doubt with intent to avoid the 
danger of monotony or lack of con- 
trast, he divided these preludes and 
fugues in two groups of six and put 
between the groups the E flat major 
French Suite. But Mr. Samuel need 
not have feared that a succession of 
pieces from the ‘‘Well-Tempered 
Clavichord’’ would have fatigued his 
audience. It is axiomatic that these 
pieces have infinite variety, contrast 
of mood, style and form, as well as 
subject matter. It is probable that 
a pianist could play in one or two 
programs the entire ‘‘Forty-eight’’ 
and hold his audience. 

This would be the more the case 
with a musician of Mr. Samuel's 
quality. Few dare to play Bach as 
simply as he does, with such unosten- 
tatious clarity, coolness and contin- 
ence of color. Yet it develope that 
this is a very effective way in which 
to reveal Bach. If he were a flam- 
ing, moody fellow of the so-called 
“‘romantic’”’ school, he would demand 
all sorts of gorgeous colors and inter- 
pretive passion on the part of the 


performer. Bach’s style and his| 
consummate workmanship are their | 
own protection as regards interpre-| 
tation, as they are their own pre-| 
servative against time. If these) 
pieces are played by a true musician, 
clearly, rhythmically, with taste and | 
with the feeling that is tacit in the| 
music, the composer accomplishes 
the rest; and Bach can be left to 
take care of the situation. 

And so last night. Mr. Samuel 
played always with simplicity, with 
an ease that marked his erudition, 
without fuss, without pedantry. It 
would be easy to recount in detail 
his treatment of this or that pass- 
age, but in cold print the morning 
after these details may well appear | 
too numerous. For many the climax 
of the program was the playing of 
the great C sharp minor fugue from 
the first book, where a composition 





ness, yet technically within the lim- 
itations of Bach’s clavichord, ac- 
quires the grandeur, the cumulative 
power and vision of the great organ 
compositions.

Samuel built his impressive climax. 
Next moment he was performing 
with charming lightness and humor 
the A flat Prelude and the equally 
charming fugue in the same key. 
Probably he selected the E flat 
major French Suite because of the 
prevailing lightness and fineness of 
the style, and the astonishing wit or 
poetry, as the case may be, with 
which Bach treats his short dance 
forms. This music was interpreted 
with a special intimacy of manner, 
and on a miniature scale. In sonority,

The War and the Flood. 


NOAH’S ARK, with Dolores Costello, George

The flood came both in the end 
and at the beginning of the pictorial 


spectacle, ‘‘Noah’s Ark,”’ presented 
last night by the Warner Brothers at 
the Winter Garden. Sounds not 
only issued from the screen but also 
from. various sections of the theatre. 
The latter sequences of this film, in 
which there are only a few snatches 
of Vitaphoned voices, are imposing, 
for they depict King Nephilim and 
his hosts in jangling coverings, but 
the long stretches concerned with 
the World War, introduced as the 
deluge of blood, are somewhat weari- 
some. 

The production is a strange combi- 
nation of scenes in which Dolores 
Costello plays trying réles, during 
the modern story and latterly in the 
biblical spectacle. George O’Brien 
also had many an uncomfortable 
hour while doing his bit, first on the 
battlefield and latterly as a blinded 
victim of the imaginative Nephilim. 
Even Noah Beery, as a lustfu! Fus- 
sian officer in the World War, is 
one of those supposed to be wrecked 
in a Constantinople-Paris express 
train, which falls from a high bridge, 
and in the biblical chapters he is 
among those who are finally 
drowned in the flood. 

The audience last night applauded 
the first glimpse of the animals scur- 
rying to safety aboard the Ark. They 
also clapped when the flood came, 
for they had evidently expected this 
climax long before. The Ark, like 
the surging waters, is also shown in 
a@ preface to the modern narrative 
as well as at the end. 

The scene where Noah gazes upon 
the word of God written in fire on 
the pages of stone is set forth with 
no little skill, but it comes at a time 
when one feels rather tired of the 
production, especially the popular 
melodramatic flashes of the war. 

So far as the modern chronicle is 
concerned, it is depicted without 
much conception of the World War, 
and coincidences pop up most con- 
veniently. Toward the close of this 
section of the picture Nickoloff (Mr. 
Berry) is suddenly gifted with speech. 
He presumes that he has seen Mary 
(Miss Costello) before. And, when 


she leaves the stage where she has 
been dancing with other girls, he 
realizes that she is the little German 
girl who was in the train wreck. He 
shows her the scar on his hand, the 
result of a scuffle he had with Travis 
(Mr. O’Brien). Mary thinks that she 
will escape from this monster, but 
he is alert and as he talks to her he} 
permits the ‘‘evidence’’ of her being} 
a spy to drop from his hand into her | 
open suitcase. The instant he blows | 
a whistle soldiers hurry to the spot, | 
and, apparently without further ado, 
the poor child is condemned to be 
shot. And who should be in the fir-| 
ing squad but Travis? He had mar-| 
ried this German girl before he, in a! 
“Big Parade’ manner, marched off | 
to the trenches. | 

It is soon after this that the story 
goes back into the ages with a/| 
vengeance, introducing Noah and his | 
sons, Shem, Ham and Japheth. This} 
Biblical spectacle goes on and on as} 
if one hadn’t sat through a modern | 





| story—of great quantity, if nothing| 


else. There is also quantity about) 
the biblical scenes, which are im-| 
pressive chiefly because of the nu-| 
merical strength of the persons in-| 
volved than through what happens. | 

The introductory scenes of the! 
modern chronicle, those aboard the | 
Constantinople-Paris train, hold out 
considerable promise for this produc- 
tion and the effect of the crashing | 
of the stone brindge and the glimpses 
of the on-rushing train are expertly 
conceived. Michael Curtiz, the di- 
rector, not only depicts the first cars 
of the train crashing far below from 
the shattered structure, but he turns 
his camera to scenes inside the cars| 
and shows the passengers thrown 
from the floor to the ceiling. 

Miss Costello, who is lovely in 
many sequences, is heard through 
the medium of the Vitaphone. Her 
voice is quite charming, but her lines 
are frequently inept.

‘“‘The morals of the youth are more 
important than the dirty dollars of | 
| the book publishers,’”’ the Rev. O. R. 
; Miller of Albany, superintendent of | 
| the State Civic League, told the com- 
| mittee. 
| “The publishers have found a gold 
mine in putting vile and degrading 
| literature on the market, and they 
|} are working it every minute. The 
| publishers told us once they would | 
clean up the literature, but time has | 


| shown that they think more of the | 


| dollar than they do of the morals of | 
| the young.” 
| Turning to the men on the other | 
side, Mr. Miller added: 
| “The gang that formerly came up|! 


here to fight this bill said they would | 
clean up their business, but they |

Judge Ford, declaring it impossible | 
to curb corrupting literature under | 
the present law, called the censor- | 
| ship charge ‘‘flubdub,’’ and denied

‘Hereditary’ Roosevelt Post 
In Navy Goes to Outsider 


WASHINGTON, ‘March 12 (*).— 
For the first time in sixteen 
years, save for an interim of a 
few months, a member of the 
Roosevelt family is not Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy. So many 
Roosevelts, or kin of the Roose- 
velts, have held the office that 
the post has come to be termed 
facetiously in navy circles ‘‘the 
only hereditary public office in 
the United States Government.”’ 

Theodore Roosevelt Sr. was the 
first of the family to hold the 
post, being in office from April, 
1897, until May, 1898, when he re- 
signed to form the Rough Riders. 

But the Roosevelt régime did 
not really begin until 1913, when 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, now Gov- 
ernor of New York, took the of- 
fice under President Wilson. He 
served until June, 1920, when he 
became Democratic Vice Presi- 
dential nominee, and for a few 
months the post was held by Gor- 
don Woodbury. 

Theodore Roosevelt Jr. was As- 
sistant Secretary of the Navy 
from 1921 to 1924, and was suc- 
ceeded by Theodore Douglas Rob- 
inson, his first cousin. Mr. Rob- 
inson served throughout the Cool- 
idge Administration.

Sees $8,000,000 Saved for City. 


‘“‘Whatever the outcome may be, 
said Mr. Nicholson, ‘‘we have saved 
telephone users of the city about 
$8,000,000 by opposing the increase. 
The city, of course, was not origi- 
nally a party to the action. Under 
the statutes we are not a proper 
party in rate-making cases although 
we are seeking that right and I have 
had a bill in the Legislature for years 
which would give it to us. Despite 
this, I made a motion to have the 
city admitted to the case as a party 
in interest and Judge Knox of the 
Federal court allowed us to come in. 

“T assume the next move of the 
Telephone Company will be to try to 
have the court confirm that report. 
Then it will be my time to shoot, and 
I feel that we have some good ams» 
munition.’’ 

At the offices of the New York Tel- 
ephone Company it was said that it 
was too early to make any comment 
on any new schedule of rates that 
would be prepared if the special mas- 
ter’s report were confirmed, due to 
the legal proceedings that mneces- 
sarily must intervene before that 
stage of rate readjustment could be- 
gin.

It was indicated, however, that if 
the report were upheld, and if the 
Public Service Commission fixed the 
new rates, the telephone company 
would spread the increase out large- 
ly over the groups of larger users.

Cadets at West Point are trained 
with a definite object in view, that 
of turning out officers, gentlemen 


and athletes, Major Philip B. Flem- 
ing, graduate manager of athletics, 
told members of the Western Uni- 
versities Club at their luncheon at 
the Hotel Roosevelt yesterday. He 
said that every cadet is required to 
turn out for athletics and during the 
four-year term each cadet must take 
part in at least eight different 
branches of sport. 

At the same time, Major Fleming 
explained, the faculty does not allow 
sports to interfere with the military 
and academic training. 

With Major Fleming at the lunch- 
eon was the head football coach, 
Biff Jones, who said that athletic 
relations with -Western universities 
and colleges had always been con- 
ducted on a very satisfactory basis. 

Major Fleming said that of the 300 
cadets in the first or senior class, 
sixty had attained the major A and 
thirty-one others had won athletie 
insigna of some sort. He explained 
that cadets, in order to participate 
in intercolegiate sports, must main- 
tain an academic average of at least 
67 per cent. 

In the event they fall below this 
standard they are automatically sus- 
pended from varsity competition 
until they regain a standing of 70 per 
cent.

He said that 
on account of the rigorous schedule 
maintained at the academy, the 
coaches are sadly handicapped in not 
being able to devote time to diagram 
work.

The stock market blew hot and| 
cold yesterday. ‘There was one period | 
of the day, shortly after the noon| 
hour, when stocks were exceptionally | 
strong and gains of from 2 to 5} 
points were established quickly, but | 
this strength did not hold and the | 
closing tone was weak, with most!

funds were to be had in the ‘‘Street} 
market’’ at 5%. 

This sudden easing of the money | 
Squeeze is attributed entirely to the | 
segregation of funds here for the | 
payment of income taxes on Friday. 
They literally represent earmarked 
funds, which are being temporarily 
employed at a remunerative rate. The 
market cannot hope to derive any| 
permanent alleviation of its present | 
situation from this temporary help, | 
which will be withdrawn at the end | 
of the week. It was so well under- 
stood that the softening of rates was | 
due to an artificial condition in the | 
money market, that even a 6 per cent 
rate for money did not quiet the} 
severe case of nerves which Wall 
Street has developed. Probably the} 
best thing that may be said for the} 
market at the present time is that 
there is no great amount of stock 
pressed for sale and that the current | 
declines and advances represent noth- 
ing more nor less than ripples on the | 
surface, without respect to the 
stronger tide beneath. Sales yester- | 
day on the Stock Exchange were 
barely over the 3,000,000 share mark, 
an extraordinarily quiet day in com- | 
parison with average markets since 
the first of the year. What has hap- 
pened, quite apparently, is that the 
pools and professionals who have 
been literally ‘“‘making the market’’ | 
since last mid-“Summer have stepped | 
aside and are allowing stocks to drift 
to their natural levels, as measured 
by the supply and demand for them, | 
until the money situation has righted | 
itsclf, or at least a clear view may | 
be obtained of what is to happen in | 
the money market over the longer} 
period.

$40,900,000 IN GOLD 


First Large Transfer to Be 
Made in Almost Two Years— 
Result of Exchange. 


ARGENTINE $1,000,000 DUE 


Rally In Sterling Rate Averts Pos- 
sibility of Early Dispatch of 
Metal From London. 


A shipment of $10,900,000 of gold 
was reported in Wall Street yester- 
day to be on the way from Germany 
to New York, the first major move- 
ment from that source since May, 
1927. The statement of the Reichs- 
bank for March 7 showed a reduc- 
tion of about $11,000,000 in gold coin 
and bullion. The bulk of this is be- 
lieved to represent the metal en- 
gaged for shipment to this country. 

e German reichsmark has been 
under pressure at a level below 23.74 
cents, the point at which it is calcu- 
lated to be profitable to send gold 
here from Germany. In _ recent 
months, Germany has drawn large 
amounts of gold from England. 

A shipment of $1,000,000 gold is ex- 
pected arrive here today from Ar- 
gentina on the Munson liner Pan 
America. This is part of a total of 
$4,475,000 of gold engaged in Buenos 
Aires, the remainder being expected 
later this month. These shipments 
are the result of weakness in the 
Argentine peso, which made it 
cheaper to send gold than to pay a 
premium for American dollars in Ar- 
gentina. 

A brisk rally in sterling exchange, 
to $4.853, for cables, yesterday 
averted the immediate possibility of 
shipments of gold from London to 
New York. Such shipments had been 
predicted last week as the result of 
Ne agenae against sterling based on 

igh money rates in this country.

Jewish Social Service Reports 


21% of Families Aided Had 
Able but Jobless Member. 


Twenty-one per cent of all the 
monéy spent by the Jewish Social 
Service Association for financial re- 
lief’ last year went to families in 
which one or more ablebodied per- 
sons were unable to find work, ac- 
cording to the annual report made 
public yesterday by Miss Frances 
Taussig, executive director of the 
association. Total relief expendi- 
tures were $435,426, of which $82,235 


was.devoted to families in which un- | 


employment was a factor. The asso- 
ciation is one of the constituent 
agencies of the Federation for the 
Support of Jewish Phiianthropic So- 
cieties. 

The report says that each of the 
first: six months of 1928 brought an 
average of 150 more families to the 
organization than it had been called 
on .to treat during the first six 
months of 1927. A monthly average 
of 100 families more than the year 
before presented the problem of un- 
employment. In 1927, the money ex- 
pended for relief for families in 
which one or more ablebodied per- 
sons were unable to find work was 
11.3-per cent of the total expended 
for relief for all causes. In 1928 the 
proportion was increased to 21 per 
cent.
